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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to show a surface acoustic wave device propagating in the x direction having a 
piezoelectric substrate Lla03 rotated in a Y-cut direction in combination with the 
standardized thickness (HA,) of the electrodes. Wherein, the (H/X) of the electrodes, and 
the cut angle of 0 from the Y axis to an Z axis around an X axis ranges from 

(HA, .045 to o.70 in combination with cut angle of the axis 52.0° to 58.0°), and (H/X 
0.050 to 0.650 in combination with the cut angle of the axis 50.0° to 59.5°).
